ifethmus, and the minister believed 
that his government would never con- 
Bent to have th<! provisions Incorpor- 
ated In the new treaty subject to that- 
interpretation. 


Awaits Instructions. 


Until he received additional Instruc- 


tions from Bogota as to what would 
be the natural outcome of the changed 
conditions and Interpretation devel- 
oped by Admiral Casey's conduct, he 
would refrain from carrying out the di- 
rections to begin treaty negotiations 
at once. 


Secretary Hay then sent a sharp re- 


sponse to this note of the Colombian 
minister, and In addition telegraphed 
Instructions to Charles H Hart. United 
States minister at Bogota, to complain 
to the Colombian government concern- 
Ing Its envoy's atlltuiV-.
